Juna 7S (UPI)— A 
demomtrvtion by 3 SO a tiQ •commu- 
nists erupted Into violence yesterday 
when they alormed the Park avenue 
headquarters of the Soviet delegaUon 
to the United Nations, smashed win- 
dows, hurled "cherry bombs" ani 
attacked police guarding the* build- 
ing. 

Seven policemen and a number ot 
pickets were Injured. * Nine ot the 
demonstmtora were arrested 
orderly conduct charges. 

The pic ketin g began ^eacefully at 
3:30 pjn. EDT with the demonslfa- 
tors carrying algns protesting the 
recent execuUon of former Hun- 
garian Premier Imre Nagy and three 
oUier leaden ot tho abortive lOSfl 
Hungarian revolt. 

Suddenly at 4 pia. the anti-Soviet 
pickets tried to storm the Soviet 
mansion. 

Deputy Chief Inspector Anthony 
O'Connell, Uio police officer in 
charge of the lOO-man detail as- 
signed lo protect the Russian offices 
during the demonstration, was the 
first man Injured. He Was struck 
sUck that had been used to 
carry a placard. 

The dcmonilrators shouted taunts 
at tht ifUsslana and tried to rush 
the front door. They hurled "cherry 
bombs"— firecrackers — and smashed 
thre* winders in the building. 

Dr. Bela Fabian, chairman of the

Ho judged this. to be 
the normal privilege of any man. 

But It's a lot easier to "Judge" luch a 
privilege than to explain It. 

The hard fact Is that a public official, par- 
ticularly one so close to the seat of power, 
cannot safely allow himself the ordinary 
' perquisites and attitudes of frlendahip. 

He Is In a position to be Influenced, And to 
exercise Influence, and therein lie? the dan- 
■ ger. 

It makes no difference whether any friend 
has business with the government or not. 
Any businessman, any dtlien, may at some 
time have such business. No matter how faint 
tha prospect, he who holds a pubUo trust can- 
not take the risk. 

This was Adams' mlsjudgrment. It waa akin 
to former Secretary of State Dean Acheson's 
error In declaring that he could not "turn 
,hli back on Alger Hiss." The loyalty he 
showed to a friend Is a trait many would ad- 
mire. But Its public display was t luxury 
, Acheson had no right to Indulge as a high 
offldal whose pronouncements affected his 
' country's standing. 

Admittedly it is difficult for even the moGt 
honorable government men to take them- 
selves out of the gift-giving atmosphere' that 
marks this expense-account age. Nevertheless 
it Is an effort they are bound to moke If they 
would keep faith with the people of this 
nation. 

By the came token, a highly ploced-offlclal 
like Adams Is compelled to resist offering 
even the nio«t routine assistance to- a friend 
who Is either in difficulty with or wants 
wnuetUng from the government. 

He knows better than anyone that the 
mere mention of the magic words "White 
House" transforms even the briefest, most 
matter-of-fact telephone call into a kind of 
preirme. The evidence' indicates Ooldflne, 
for one, fully understood this, and that he 
made use ot his contact In this regard. 
.^-Frlindshlp Is a wonderful thing. But when 
ft'leput ilde by side with^ power.lt constitutes 
a potential peril to the public trust.

Let the good people of tha United Statea take hiitU 
This country Is not anU-Amerlcan: nor haa It placed 
an anU-Amerlcan government In otilce. "Whirf swept 
the Conoervatlvca bock Into power was a atronit feeling 
of Canadlanism. As for the government Itselt, It has 
only promised to be a Canadian one, developing Can- 
ada, ulvonclng Canada, stAndlng firm for Caiuda'i 
Interests— which requires a proper appreciation of the 
Interests of our friend* and alUei. 

Being pro-canadltn In this sense does not, and 
should not. mean being an tl- American. Certainly, 
Mr. Dletenbaker is not an tl- American, nor did he 
say anything during hU long ctunpnlgn which 
lend lUelf that that InterpreUtlon. 

Take, for example, that matter of raw materials. 
Mr. Dletenbaker did comment on the amount ot 
such materials briag exported from Canada— but 
he did not sURgcst we should stop e:(portlng them:

The wire Is produced only 
M~ the -bureaua-northw cs t- electro- 
development laboratory at Albany, 
Ore. 

Radioactivity t* Introduced' Into 
the bulliits through exposure to neu- 
tron* In nuclear reactor 
"'""I" energy J>) mmUslon'a _p ak 
Ridge. Tenn, Installation, some "of 
the atom* in the chromium cylin- 
der* are tranaformed Into an laotope 
called radioactive ehromlum-Sl, 
which emits gamma nys In a : 
ncr similar to that of radium. 

The liyllnders have been used In 
acperlmeOts with animal* In which 
they were either "shot* Into 'can- 
cerous tissue with a device called 
Implsntallon "gun." or ln*erted 
n hollow nylon thread and then 
sewn Into a malignant area. 

Use of the radioisotope In medi- 
cal experiments wu developed at 
the Ohio SUta university health 
center under tho direction of Dr. 
William 0. Myer*. He reported re- 
cently lo the American Radium *p- 
clety that resulta Ihus far Indicate 
tho radioactive gamma- ray source* 
may prove lo be valuable In treat< 
Ing cancer In humans.

short range* In the tumor*. Myer* 
feels that, u£en together Iheae two 
qualities appear to make radioocUve 
ntetal aata for permanent Implanta- 
tion*. 

Myon said (hat extremely pure 
chromium I* needed for the experi- 
ment*. He laid If other moUU wen. 
associated with the chromium, their 
atom*, too, might become radioac- 
tive on Irradlallon and alter the ef- 
fects of tho Isotope. 

Beaton aald the availability of 
chromium wire for Ihl* work was
